quate. Inasmuch as congress was 
willing by almost a two-thirds vote 
to approve the McNary-Haugen leg- 
islation, the farm leaders are reluct- 
ant to take anything- less. They real- 
ize that the equalization fee may not 
be acceptable but they want some- 
thing equally as effective. 


CONGRESS FRIENDLY 


There is no reason to believe that 


the new congress 
will be any less 


friendly to the agricultural policy 
which the farm 
group will sponsor 


than was the last 
congress. The 


truth of the matter is that the farm 
leaders expect Mr. Hoover to take a 
radically different 
attitude toward 


agriculture than was adopted by Mr. 
Coolidge and one of the reasons why 
they do not want legisation at this 
session is that they do not wish to 
be put in the position of accepting a 
compromise between the Coolidge and 
the Hoover 
view, whereas if they 


wait until the extra session they wUl 
be dealing with 
Mr. Hoover alone 


and they can exert pressure upon 
him to get the maximum coopera- 
tion out of the government.

fees further it might still be justified

Oft 
the other hand, it may be consistently 
argued that the moment when the 
Wc*ld is engaged irt writing peace dec- 
larations and the whole peace move- 
ment has gained such powerful ira- 
.petus is not the time to brandish the 
sword. 


We think that final disposition of 


the cruiser bill can well go over the 
next session of congress, regular or 
Special. Evefi if authorized the build- 
ing program does not necessarily need 
to be carried through. The next year 
or two should determine whether we 
*re to have genuine naval - disarma- 
ment or not. If Great Britain and oth- 
er European powers block it, then the 
United States unquestionably should 
proceed to insure itself with a stronger 
•avy. Whatever policy is best calcu- 
lated to bring about or even force dis- 
armament is far more vital to the 
world's progress, peace and content- 
ment than all the warships man can 
construct could ever be.

HOOVER AND PROHIBITION 
We have advance information 
from 


Washington, whatever 
it may be 


worth, that the Hoover administration 
proposes to tighten up on prohibition 
enforcement. We do not envy the new 
president the job, but we hope he does 
the best he can do, which will be Bet- 
ter than either 
of his predecessors. 


There has never been a day since pro- 
hibition was adopted that there was a 
genuine purpose on the part of the 
government to enforce it. It has been 
content with a few gestures here and 
there, totally ignoring the 
depraved 


social and political conditions sur- 
rounding the farce. Congress has been 
even less anxious to enforce the law 
than the executive department, and 
congress has been": constaritlyT'' under 
the control of prohibition extremists. 


Our private Opinion is'"that Mr. 


Hoover believes; prohibition is soriie- 
'thirig!More than a noble experiment. 
We believe he-sympathizes with its 
objective if riot With its practices. He 
recognizes that it is 
productive of 


many grave evils. If we were to risk 
a prophecy we would say that Mr. 
Hoovet will iri good faith endeavor to 
understand arid appraise these evils for 
exactly what -they are, arid that he will 
not be influenced by .the fanatical 
claims of those at the two poles of the 
liquor controversy. If he, is sufficiently 
resourceful -tp; devise \vays and means 
of remedying the vices he will do so, 
and if he is not he will make a frank 
confession. But first it goes without 
saying the president-elect will make an 
honest effort to enforce the law, .-sup- 
plemented by ail intelligent campaign 
=4)1 education aad civic and moral apr, 
peal. 


The theory that such a- policy is 


doomed to failure because prohibition 
is inherently unsound will'cause many 
to ridicule the attempt in advance, but 
they should not overlook the fact that 
a National election has just been held 
from which, if any conclusions are to 
be drawti, a major one is that the 
people favor a further continuance of 
the dry experiment Mr. Hoover would 
not 'be true to his oath if he did riot 
take this mandate conscientiously. We 
recall that Gov. Smith solernrily prom-; 
ised the nation that if he were elected 
he would enforce the prohibition law 
to the letter so long as it were on the 
statute books and until he could get it 
repealed or modified. 
Whether he 


could have done it or not is beside the 
question; he committed' himself to a 
real effort. 


An alert and determined president 


can do a great deal to wipe out the 
existing complaints and to strengthen 
enforcement. In fact, he is the only one 
who can do it. Mr. Hoover is not the 
kind of a man to lie down on a job, 
and we expect him, therefore, to tackle 
the prohibition problem in good faith. 
He can do nothing else if the county- 
is to have its confidence restored in 
Washington's 
attitude toward the

tured, plain white should be avoided 
except in the wood trim. A pale tint 
of one of the primary colors must be 
introduced into the coloring of the 
wall, to give it tone, to form a back 
ground for the room.

the rugs or carpeting, draperies, pil- 
lows, lampshades, 
and unholstery, 


gives the room its color.

The Tudor peri- 
od in English furniture, to blend with 
the solidity of the oak of the time, 
should have oak panelled walls. The 
French period salons varied between 
creamy tinted walls, 
scenic paper.

EUBOPEAN BIRD IS 


INSECTDESTROYER 


Stalling, Spreading Rapidly 


in This Country, Has Ben- 
eficial Habits^ 


BY RA8COM N. TIMMONS 


Waahmgton, D. C. — The Euro- 


pean atarllng, which was introduced 
into the United States nearly .40 
years ago and given a start in Cen- 
tral Park, New York City, is prov- 
ing a 'more valuable destroyer* of 
injuries insects than many .of our 
native bird*, according to the Bio- 
logical Survey of the Department of 
Agriculture. 


Tbe Bureau has just completed 


an extensive study of this alien bird 
which has/spread so rapidly in 40 
year* .'that it is to be found in most 
of the states east of the Mississippi 
river and is spreading rapidly west- 
ward.'

An intensive study by the Bureau 


of the starling'* food habits was 
baaed chiefly on the examination of 
the contest*, of more than 
2,800 


stomachs of 
starlings,' a 
greater 


number than that used for similar 
studies of any other bird: This In- 
vestigation led to the conclusion that 
most of the starling's habits are ei- 
ther beneficial to man or of an econ- 
omically neutral character. Field ob- 
servation established the fact that 
the time sp^nt: by starlings In de- 
stroying crops, such as cherries,, ap- 
ple*, and sweet-corn, or In molest- 
ing other species of birds, is extreme- 
ly short compared with the hours 
they spend searching for insects or 
feeding on wild fruits. It is pointed 
out that as a destroyer of the clov- 
er-lead weevil, the Japanese beetle, 
May beetles, cutworms, and grass- 
hoppers — some of the farmeris. 
worst pests — it is even more en- 
ergetic than many of our protected 
native birds. 


In spite of the fact that starlings, 


in normal number* exert.an influ- 
ence for good! and may well be left 
unmolested when not inflicting no- 
ticeable damage, .there are times and 
circumstances, say the investigators 
under which they may become ob- 
jectionable. To the city dweller, they 
say, the most- conspicuous habit- of 
the bird is its establishment, of 'ob- 
noxious winter .roosts, which in east- 
tern cities are sometimes of enor- 
mous size. However, as an aid to 
agriculture, the. starling has estab- 
lished Its usefulness and under or- 
dinary conditions^ahould be protect- 
ed as other valuable native birds.

Heavy Snow Storm and Cold 


Wave Has Decreased Sup- 
ply, Dealers Report 


Prices of fresh eggs have gradu- 


ally increased during the past week, 
since the bottom dropped out of the 
egg market. Jan. 1 when people sud- 
denly started using fresh egga in 
place of storage eggs, according to 
local dealers. Retail egg prices now 
range from 35 to 40 cents a dozen, 
while three weeks ago they were 
selling from 46 to 50 cents a dozen. 


The heavy snow storm and ex- 


treme cold wave has had an affect 
on egg prices, and before the storm 
eggs were selling at prices rang*- 
ing from 30 to 38 cents a dozen. 
Hens do not lay as many eggs in 
cold weather as they do when it is 
warm, and farmers were unable to 
bring the eggs they did have on 
hand to town, because of the heavy 
snow. 


Egg dealers predict that for the 


next three to four weeks, egg prices 
will gradually decrease until they 
sell in the neighborhood of 30 cents 
a dozen. Very few storage eggs are 
found on the egg market, and fresh 
ergs are abundant, egg dealers and 
farmers say. 
Most storage eggs 


were good until Jan. 1, it was re- 
ported.

once so ghoulish with its implied ter 
rors of a living death that it was 
only whispered, is losing- its terrors 


The "Leper's bell" which, not &o 


many centuries ago, warned the 
world of "the clean" against the ap 
proach of those who droned their de- 
spairing- cry of "unclean," has giv 
en way to the smiles and cheer of a 
place of sunshine and hope and al 
the normal life of a normal 
work 


outside. 


Parents once snatched their chil- 


dren to them at the hollow sound of 
the "leper's bell," but at Carville, Un- 
cle Sam's leprosarium where the n.i- 
tion's lepers are sent, members of the 
staff bring babies 
into the world 


within the very walls of the home 
of 300 lepers, knowing that modern 
science has taken 
terror from the 


word. 


BABIES BORN THERE 


There is little Mary Jane Stanley, 


now 6, daughter of Carville's chief 
electrician, who was the first baby 
born in the colony. Mary is still the 
pet, but her novelty as the first ba- 
by born in a leper colony has worn 
off as other babies have arrived and 
are quite taken for granted. 
The 


children are not afflicted with the 
dread disease. 


In the days of Pontius Pilate, lep- 


ers were herded into the vale of lep- 
era, a loathsome, beast-infested, bar- 
ren spot into which pieces of bread 
were thrown them while tlje "clean" 
fled from the very air which was be- 
lieved polluted. At CarviUe they live 
In luxury with radios and pianos and 
orchestra and movies and green sun- 
ny lawns on which to walk and sit, 
and all the delicacies of food to eat. 


Carville is officially known as U. S. 


Hospital No. 66. But hospital rec- 
ords show that 18 lepers have been 


discharged in the past year and 
during the six years. Other patients 
are almost ready for the "outside 
world " 


The 300 patients range in age from 


5 to 70. There are artists and boiler 
makers, stenographers and concen 
pianists, farmers 
and 
attorneys 


judges and factory girls—for leprot,y 
has never been a respecter of r 
sons. Its withered yellow hand has 
clutched irrespective of degree. 


There are lepers at Carville who 


still shrink at the word, refusing to 
believe that they are that, and there 
are lepers who 
have so accepted 


themselves as doomed for a near life- 
time that they dare not believe the 
hope now offered them. 


The tradition of the shame and the 


eternal taint 
of leprosy so grips 


these older ones that they cannot un- 
derstand kindliness 
and acceptance 


as if they were of "the world of oth- 
er people." 


JUST LIKE HOTEL 


Life in the leprosarium is much 


ike life at any well-managed south- 
ern resort hotel. The patients live in 
attractive cottages housing- from 10 
.o 12. Radios and victrolas and pianos 
are m the cottages; flowers clamber 
over the porches, bougamvillea and 
tnoonflower make 
There are tennis 


the air fragrant, 
courts and golf 


inks, a. recreation hall with complete 
gymnasium equipment, a movie, and 
chapels for all denominations. 


Dr Oswald E. Denney, the leprol- 


ogist In charge, is world renowned 
as a. leper authority. His wife has 
>een devoted to the cure of leprosy. 
•*or two years he was in charge of 
he leper colony 
at Culion of the 


'hilippmes in the days before Major 
General Wood persuaded the govern- 


ment to launch a gigantic campaign 


through the islands and pro\ide ade- 
quate hospital caie. 


The famous leper, John Earlj, w ho 


frequently ran away from those who 
would cure him, was a rarity for Car- 
ville. More beg to come there than 
beg to go away, but there is a Jail 
for those who must be forcibly de- 
tained, or for criminals who are lep- 
ers and may not infect tLe usual pen- 
itentiaries. 


Right now Edward Pajton is in 


the jail with a ten years' imprison- 
ment ahead of him. 
He killed an- 


other patient m the colon}, and the 
colony jail as his place of punish- 
ment was the only solution. 


PRISONER WELL TREATED 
But prisoner or 
not, Pajton is 


visited twice daily by doctors, and 
the finest meals brought him from 
the dining room; 
he walks in a 


roomy, sunny yard and has other 
special favors, for 
the leper comes 


before the criminal at Carville and 
his cure is as important as that of 
any other man. 


George Beaupre la in the jail too 


He is probably the only self-confessed 
nurderer in America who has never 
been tried and will probably never 


:e a court. Sent to the colony from 
j home in New Orleans, he worried 


about his wife, v.ho declined to visit 
lim there. He ran away one night, 
killed her, surrendered, has not yet 
"aced trial, and is m the colony jail

treatment. Leprologists come the 


world over to see the marvels that 
Carville is doing. 


"Sciences and modern 
freedom 


rom prejudice are freeing leprosy 
rom its dread," says Dr. Denney, ex- 
plaining that any suspicion of it 
hould not throw a person into panic. 
>ut should make him face it with 
he same hope as if stricken by any 
lisease.

English author, caused a sensation 
when he published his ''Queen Vic- 
toria.' 'A fresh, vigorous study, ex- 
pressed in prose of great distinction, 
it was the most widely read biogra- 
phy of its day. It was somewhat mar- 
red, some thought, by an unsympa- 
thetic tone and a tendency to intro- 
duce and magnify back-stairs gos- 
sip that had no place in a serious

monarch. 


On the same grounds some criti- 


cism will be directed at his new bi- 
ography, "Elizabeth and Essex." He 
will be charged with taking a some- 
what unholy delight in dwelling on 
unsavory and even gruesome bits of 
gossip about the great queen. "Her 
tall and bony frame," he whispers 
to us. "was subject to strange weak- 
nesses. Rheumatism racked her; in- 
tolerable headaches laid her prone in 
agony; a hideous ulcer poisoned her 
existence for years."
